CHARGES BRIBERY, THEFT | 


Road’s Men Fixed,“ Its Mate- 
rials Stolen, Witness Claims, 
and Double Prices 
Charged. 


Detalle of the methods by which the IIII- 
nois Central raliroad was defrauded out of 
over $1,000,000 in padded bilis for car re- 
pairs by a conspiracy between its officers 
and employés with officers of the inde- 
pendent car companies were related in a de- 
position given before Master in Chancery 
Roswell B. Mason yesterday. The statement 
was made by Harold A. Sims, a former car 
inspector for the railroad. He said he was 
induced by a higher salary and important 
perquisites as his share of the “ graft ’’ and 
the persuasions of his superior officers in. 
the Illinois Central to become superinten- 
dent of the Memphis Car company. 

After a’ year of easy money he became 
dissatisfied with his share and later made 3 
full confession to the Illinols Central at- 
torneys. 

Bribery of the raflroad’s inspectors and 
charging the road for materials stolen from 
its own cars and storehouses were only tho. 
simpler aspects of the vast system of fraud, 
according to the witness. He laid this to the 
former IIlinols Central conductor, Henry C. 
Ostermann. It was Ostermann’s sudden rise 
to affluence and his spectacular methods of 
displaying his money, such as lighting cigars 
with $60 bills and tipping waitresses with 
handetuls of ‘silver, that first called the at- 


tention of President Harahan to the waste 
in his car department. 


Men Who Are Named. 


No mention of the late Ira G. Rawn nor 
any of the men higher up was made by 
the witness Neither was he questioned on the 
subject by Attorney A. W. of Mem- 
his. examined him. But many of the

When the car company lacked material 
to perform certain parts of the repairs 
required, the almost abandoned, but well 
equipped, shops owned by the railroad 
itself were called upon to do the work, 
and the items were included in the bill 
just as if the Memphis company had done 
it itself. 

lilinois Central cars were rolled on to 
a spur track entering the plant, rified of 
supplies and materials to be used in re- 
pairing cars already received oh which 
the price would be liberally boosted, and 
then in turn made whole at the railroad’s 


expense. 

Inspectors of the railroad were bribed 
and went through the form of checking up 
the work done in such a manner ag not to 
cut down the profits of the men who had 
bribed them. 

They paid no attention while thé al- 
ready excessive bills were still further 
boosted by the insertion of tems which 
could not possibly be added to the cars 
in question, such as roofs for coal cars 
and doors for flat cars. 

A wniform chargé for from ten to four- 
teen ga@jlons of paint was included in the 
bill for each car, whereas many of the 
cars only required two or three gallons. 

“ We just tore up the cars as we saw fit 
and the inspectors let us do what we

HUNDRED KNOCKED OFF FENCE 
BY HOSE STREAM AT FIRE: 


Six Injured in $10,000 Blaze in Old 
Warehouse—Thirty Girls Flee Flames 
in Shop. 


One hundred men and boys who were 
watching a fire at the foot of Michigan street 
last night while they sat in a row on a 
high fence were toppled over by streams of 
water from the fireboat Graeme Stewart. 
So great was the force of the attack, which 
also tore holes in a wall and showered hot 
bricks upon the firenien, that six persons 
one boy and five firemen, were injured. 

The structure, a two story vacant ware- 
house formerly used by the Barry line and 
the Racine, Milwaukee and Chicago Steam- 
ship company, was destroyed with a loss of 
$10,000.

London After Commons 
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Uitra Churchmen and/Anti-Oath- 
olics Arrayed Against the 
Non-Conformists.

Street dempnstrations followed the bitter 
fight in the mons during. which the non- 
conformists forced an amendment that 
united the ultra churchmen and anti-Cath- 
olle elements in opposition. The bill as 
amended passed its second reading by a vote 
of 410 to 84. | 

Anti-Catholic societies filled the streets in 
the vicinity of parliament with sandwich- 
men, to the number of 500, bearing placar 
reading “no popery.” The scenes recalled 
the * no popery agitation of many years 


Words Are Substituted, 


The king’s accession declaration bill passed 
its first reading June 28 by a vote of 383 to 42. 
It provided that the declaration be so changed 
that the doctrine of the Roman Catholic 
church would not be singled out for repudia- 
tion. In place of the words offensive to 
the Catholics the bill substitutéd the clause 
“and declare that I am a faithful mem- 
ber of the Protestant church as by law es- 
tablished in England.” 

The nonconformists objected to the quali- 
fication “as by law established and 
pledged themselves, to vote against the gov- 
ernment unless these four words were elim- 


inated. , 
The revolt was successful today and the 


‘premier, in moving the second reading, ac- 


cepted. the nonconformist amendment sub- 

stituting the words “I am a faithful Prot- 

estant.”’ | 
Cloge Vote Expected. 

At once the ultra churchmen were up in 
arms and joined hands with those who de- 
sired the retention of the original anti-Cath- 
olic form of the declaration. Urgent whips 
were sent out by both parties in view of the 
expected closeness of the vote. 

The whole Liberal party is disturbed by 
the question and many meetings of Liberals 
have taken place in the house of commons 
to discuss the subject. Four hundred pet!- 
tions against the bill reached the house of 
commons yesterday from Scotland and 300 
more were to be delivered today. The signa- 
tures aggregate many hundreds of thou- 
sands. Twenty-five thousand Canadians 
have addressed petitions to King George 
praying that he will retain the accession 
oath im its present form. 

The Protestant Alliance has notified mem- 
bers of the house of commons that any one 
voting for the bill or In any way seeking to 
alter the declaration will be opposed by the 
alliance at the next election. 


GEN. MINIET’S DANCE ENDED; 
REVOLT CRUSHED IN CAMP. 


Cuban Leader Who Headed Rebellion 
with Army of Twelve Men Is Cap- 
tured by Surprise. 


HAVANA, July 27.-—Gen. Miniet, who two 
days ago with an army of twelve men started 
an uprising near El Caney, was surprised in 
camp today and captured by a detachment 
of the rural guard under Lieut, Carreillo. 

One of Miniet’s insurgents was killed. 

The general and two others were taken pris- 
oners and the remaining nine members of the 
insurrectionary army fied. 

The prisoners. were taken to Santiago, 
and will be sent to Havana for trial on the 
capital charge of engaging in armed re- 
bellion. 

Another armed party is believed to be stiil 
in the field. All sections are reported tran- 
quil, 

It is now definitely known that Col. Janes, 
one of the veterans of the war of independ- 
ence, Who was reported as having joined the 
uprising, is at his home near Guantanamo.

Small Parks Commission Declines 
$12,000 Bernard Memorial. 


NOT NEEDED AS ORNAMENT. 


Also Rules Those Honored Shall Be 


Publicly Recognized, 


Statuary and 8 monuments are not | 


necéssarily ormamental in city parks. 

Even if artistic, statues should not be lo- 
cated in parks unless they are of men or 
women whose public sérvices entitle them 
t such commemoration. 

Chicago's small parks commisison laid 
down these two maxims yesterday at a meet- 
ing in the city hall, thereby establishing a 
Precedent. The rulings resulted in the 
declination of an offer by Charles F. Gunther 
and Amos Pettibone to place in Washington 
square, in North Clark street, opposite the 
Newberry library, a $12,000 statue of Gilbert 
Wordsworth Bernard, a Mason. Council, 
at the request of Ald.’ Foell, had authorized 
puch a memorial, subject to the approval of 
the small parke commission and the special 
art commission.

STRIKE SPREADS 


Five More Structures Are In- 
volved and 335 Men Added 
to Ranks of the Idle. 


DEFEAT OF METZ IS SEEN, 4. 


Opposition to Walkout May Cost 
Him Presidency of the 
Trades Council. 


An extension of the building trades strike 
which was called last Saturday took effect 
yesterday. Owing to dissensions in the 
ranks, the walkout was confined largely to 
the trades that became involved last week. 
Members of all the numérically strongest 
unions remained at work, making the strike 
far from general.“ 

The decision to extend the strike was made 
at a meeting of the beard of business agents 
of the Chicago Building Trades council, held 
in the morning at 10 South Clark street. The 
attitude of deflance on the part of the of- 
clals of the Otis Elevator company against 
the demands of the union leaders determined 
the action of the strike leaders. 


Total of 635 Men Ont. 


A committee of business agents of the va- | 
rious crafta was appointed with full power 
to act.” At the close of the strike meeting 
the members of the committee visited the va- 
rious buildings under construction where the 
Otis company has contracts to put elevators 
and called the men out. By 5 p. m. 635 men 
of various trades had obeyed the strikeorder. 
This number includes about 300 men who 
went out on strike last Saturday. Thus the 
strikers were reinforced during the day by 
a force of 335 men.

Vice President Park of the Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad is out with an appeal to the 
40,000 employés of his corporation to use 
their organized influence politically to as 
sure fair treatment for the railroads in 
respect to rate making.

This appeal emphasizes the importance 
of strengthening the interstate commerce 
commission. What Mr. Park and other 
railroad managers are looking for is not 
fair treatment from the point of view of 
the public but fair treatment from the 
point of view of the railroad managers. 
The two points of view have not coin- 
cided and will not coincide, and it is 


‘highly desirable that there shall be firmly 


established an impartia] tribunal chargod 
with the duty of considering the question 
of rates from all points of view and giv- 
ing authoritative judgments broadly based 
upon such consideration. 

The appeal to pailroad employés is 3 
class appeal seeking to arouse selfish in- 
terest and to introduce into what should 
be a judicial determination a political fac- 
tor. The interests of the railroads, includ- 
ing the interest of bona fide investors of 
capital in these properties and the’ inter- 
est of employés engaged in their opera- 
tion, should be determined not by political 
forces but by judicial examination. The 
organized 


tion of railroads would be unquestionabiy 
powerful. But it would not be “ fair” in 
the public sense.

This 
transaction was officially confirmed, and Pat- 
rick Walker appeared as usher of the white 
rod of Scotland at the coronation of George 
IV. at Westminster abbey, in 1821, and was 
knighted by the king on that occasion. When 
he died, without issue, the ushership pur- 
chased for him by his father passed, along 
with hie estate, by the terms of his will, to 
his two sisters, Barbara and Mary Walker. 
They left money to build the PDpiscopal ca- 
thedral church of St. Mary’s, at Edinbusgh, 
and founded for that object the Walker 
trust. 
„At Queen Victoria's coronation the claims 
of their nominee or deputy. Col. Ainslie, were 
not allowed, but at Edward VII.’s coronation 
the nomination of the Walker trust was 
more successful, and Sir George Anderson, 
treasurer of the Bank of Scotland, was pres- 
ent on behalf of the Walker trustees in 
Westminster as usher of the white rod of 
Scotland during the ceremony. 

In 1808 the treasury commuted the salary 
of the office—namely: 61.280 a year—at about 
twenty-seven years’ purchase, and an 
amount of $30,000 was thereby added to the 
Walker trust fund. This, ver, did not 


in any way tmpair the right of the office of | 


usher of the white abe of Scotland to exact 
fees payable by dukes, marquesses, ears, 
and viscounts, as well as baronets and 
knights, on their creation.

Ot course, this right, when originally be- 
stowed, had merely Scottish honors in viey, 
but when Scotland was joined to England, a 
couple of hundred years ago, the claims 
of the usher of the white rod were quietly 
and autoniatically extended to all the titles 
of the United Kingdom, since no more purely 

baronetcies, or knight- 

created subsequently to 
the union. These claims were tacitly al- 
lowed, and until six years ago the board of 
green cloth, présided over by the lord stew- 
ard of the royal household in London, col- 
lected these fees and remitted them to the 
trustees. 

The matter was brought to the attention 
of King Edward, and, doubt having been 
thereby raised in his mind as to the right 
of the Walker trustees to collect any such 
fees, the board of green cloth declined to 
act any longer in the matter, leaving the 
trustees to do their own collecting. The 
treasury, to which the Walker trustees then 
appealed, took a similar attitude, and ex- 
preseed ite opinion that the fees were lim- 
ited to purely Scottish honors. 

Strengthened: by this attitude on the part 
of the sovereign and of the treasury, nearly 
all the peers, baronets, and knights who have 
been created since 1904 have re#isted the de- 
mands of the trustees, and there are at pres- 
ent no less than 200 knights alone who have 
refrained from paying anything, defying the 
trustees to do their worst, well knowing that 
the latter cannot deprive them of their hon- 
ors or unknight them. 

The trustees thereupon invoked the as- 
sistance of the Scotch courts, which have 
on appeal decided in their favor, on the 
ground that the right had been continuously 
exercised for centuries until 1004, with the 
apparently unanimous consent of all parties. 
If no further appeal be made in the case to 
the house of lords, which 18 the fina! resort, 
the Walker trustees—that is to say, the 
trustees managing the building and endow- 
ment fund of St. Mary's church, at Edin- 
burgh—will, since none of the Walker family 
remains alive, be able to recover the fees 
due to them from all delinquent titled person- 
ages who have property in Scotland. 


— 

If, however, the matter is carried to appeal, 
and the Scotch decision is confirmed by 
the house of lords, as it undoubtedly will be, 
then every person who has recei¥ed a title 
since 1904 in England or anywhere else in 
the United Kingdom, and who has refrained 
from paying the customary fees to the usher 
of the white rod, or Walker trust, will Be 
compelled to effect a settlement. 

While the barter and sale of the ushership 
of the white rod of Scotland has thus con- 
tinued until comparatively recent times, the 
practice of thus selling a bankrupt peer’s 
other hereditary honors for the benefit of his 
creditors has long since been abandoned, 
and it ip easy to conceive what an outcry 
would ensue if the present government was 
to propose fo revive thie practice. 

While, of course, it would bring the great 
names and illustrious titles of the peerage

Chicago, July 26.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une. I- Why is it that almost every time a 
person is bitten by a dog the cry of mad 
dog ie set up? Hydrophobia, or rabies, is 
one of the rarest ailments in dogs, and it is 
safe to say that not one dog in a thousand 
supposed to be mad is really so. In fact, 
some scientists of high standing say there 
is no such specific disease, and in some coun- 
tries where dogs are most numerous rabies 
Dr. Matthew Wood, a 
physician of long and varied practice, has 


twenty years. He has visited every case he 
could hear of, and never knew of e genuine 
case. He has offered $100 for a case, either 
in man or dog. Dr. Charles W. Dulles, Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, says there is no 
such specific malady as hydrophobia. Dr. 
Edward Spitzka of the New York School of 
Medicine says the so-called disease is merely 
the fear of dogs, and does not exist. The 
noted Dr. Traill Grenn says he never had a 
case and never knew of one. 

I asked Supt. William F. Stuart of the 
Chicago city pounds, at the recent dog show 
at the Coliseum, if he had ever had a case of 
rabies at the dog pound. He said he be- 
eved he had. I asked him to inform me 
at any time he thought he had a case of 
rabies at the dog pound. He said he would, 
I have not yet heard from him. 

I have owned dogs of many different breeds 
for more than forty years. Have bees look- 
ing for a mad dog all that time and have 
never seen one. Nor have l evermet any one 
who could say positively they had ever seen 
a mad dog. 

If there is such a thing as rabies, dogs 
are quite as liable to it in midwinter as in 
midsummer; and the idiotic rule to muzzle 
dogs is inclined to make a dog nervous and 
irritable, because they perspire through 
their tongues, and if their jaws are closed 
with mussling strap or wire so they cannot 
open their mouths to pant it makes them 
exceedingly uncomfortable.

They who sit majestically 
upon their stately steeds.and ride forth in the 
morning to give the natives a treat do not 
think much of this appellation and are espe- 
cially indignant when small boys, who richly 
deserve a spanking, stand out on the. street 
corner as one of the parading columns sweeps 


by and yells. “Hello, Percy, how's your liver

But notwithstanding horseback riding does 


do the liver a lot of good, and also it makes 
the waist small, and it is a fine thing to reduce 
corpulency or, if the rider isn’t corpulent, it's 
the best thing in the world to round the figure 
out.

New recruits are constantly being added to 
the little groups of riders that at different 
hours sally forth from the academy. As soon 


as a would-be equestrian gets on a riding suit 


he, or generally she, wants to “yoicks and 
away right off. But Ridingmaster Christen- 
sen limits them to the tan bark arena of the 
academy. There they sit on their steeds and 


ride around and around and around. . At first 


they go very slow, so they won't fall off, and 
Ridingmaster Christensen teaches them. the 
folly of pushing on the reins and tells what 
an awful dark disgrace it is to loaf in the sad- 
dle instead of sitting boldly, upright and keep- 
ing a nice balance. Also the ridingmaster says 
how low and sinful it is to bob up and down 
when the horse trots, as the riders do in Rotten 
row and Regent’s park and at other places 
under the vicious influence of the English style 
of riding. Likewise the good ridingmaster in 
gentle tones tells of the intelligence and the 
faithfulness of the horse and how we should 
always treat durhb animals, and especially the 
horse, with loving kindness and sweet affec- 
tion. He teaches the new rider that beautiful 
old gem of poesy: 
“If I had a pony, 
And he wouldn't go. 
Wouldn’t I wollop him? 
O no. no, no.” 


The candidates for full initiation into the 
Liver Brigade, with the rights and privileges of 
cantering up the Lake Shore drive and under 
thé whispering trees of Lincoln park, are told 
that they must never jump their horses over 
street cars and that under no circumstances 
should they attempt to make their steeds climb 
the trees or the telegraph poles in the park. 
For it is only bears and standpat congressmen 
that climb trees, but horses and lions and leg- 
islators who did not receive any bathroom 
money do not. 

‘So the first principles of the true horseman 
are carefully sown and after awhile Riding- 
master Christensen says the glad word -that 
lets the beginner ride forth into the public 
street, and then the waist begins to grow 
smaller and more graceful and the appetite re- 
turns, and the complexion improves, and the 
liver is taught to lay down and roll over and 
behave itself. 

For in spite of those that like to 
jest, horseback riding is a much better medi- 
cine than anything that comes out of a bottle 
or is put up in sugarcoated pills to be taken 
every two hours. And the horseback riders do 
not exceed the speed limit or run down un- 
offending people trying to cross the street, and 
they do not sound gongs or demon calliopes for 
the way to be cleared before them, nor do they 
speak harshly to the street car that blocks 
tueir way.

3 in Central Africa, far inland, we find 
oh a form of human life as,existe upon 
the glo Here are the men and women whose 
heads never knew the protection of a hat; whose 
‘feet never were covered by shoes; whose bare 
backs and brawny arms never will know the 
touch ot clothing. They are, to all appearances, 
as near to the wild animals as human beings 
can become. The separation seems at times 
very slight. They live in the dense forest. 
They feed. upon fruits, roots, and fish. They 
have no books nor writings of any kind. They | 
know nothing of the outside world and do not 
care to know. 
oe Their language often seems like the. sounds 
which one hears before. the monkey cages in 
Lincoln or Central parks, Their religion is 
made up of absurd and often horrible supersti- 
tions. They know. no days, nor Weeks, nor 
months. There is no north, south, east, or west 
for them. The family ties are only in form 
like those of civilized peoples. These ties are 
easily broken. The father will sell his wife or 
child for a few brass rods or a. little food. 


Population Is. Fast Decreasing. 


They are often as hard to meet as a4 company 
of wild animals. If a white man approaches, 
in many cases a whole village of 300° will dis- 
appear in the bushes. There is every svidence 
that this is due to their ‘superstition. , Which 
make them afraid of every new thing. 

When Stanley passed through this region as 
an explorer he estimated the population to be 
40,000,000. A more caréful estimate, made by 
missionaries who have spent their lives here, 
is that it was about 30,000,000. Today this 
same people number less than 8,000,000. 

Take, for example, the region about Lukolela. 
The missionary stationed there said that the 
population within easy access of his station 
fifteen years ago numbered 8.009. Now mere

Reviews “Bridgé Episode. 

On April 17, 1907, the secretary of 
sued a permit to the railroad co ig 
construct a bridge to replace the old 
at Stewart avenue. The time for the com- 
mencement of-the work was subsequently 
extended and on July 1, 1900, application 
was made to the commissioner of public 
works for a permit for the construction of 
the bridge. Attached to the application made 
to the city was a cupy of the o/jginal goy- 
ernment permit and the plan of the bridge. 
an approved by the government, showing a 
channel clearance of 140 feet and a by-pass 
of G00 feet, cross section. This plan had 
been approved by the river committee of 
the Commercial association ‘now Chicago 
Association of Commerce). 

On the recommendation of the city bridge 
engineer a permit was then issued for the 
construction of the bridge on the plan sub- 
mitted, being that of a bascule bridge. The 
city engineer subsequently ascertained that 
the railroad company had contracted for 
the erection of a vertical lift bridge at Stew- 
art avenue and upon making examination 
of the records in the United States engi- 
neer’s office found the rallroad company had, 
eubsequent to the issuing of the permit by 
the secretary of war, made application to 
that official for a permit to substitute a ver- 
tical litt bridge for the bascule bridge, and 
that such change had been authorized by the 
war department and the permit of April 17, 
1907,, canceled and a new permit issued by 
the secretary of war Dec. 15, 1908, for a 
vertical litt bridge on the same plan of chan- 
nel clearance and cross section by-pass. 


Points to Engineer’s Report. 

On obtaining this information, the city en- 
gineer reported the facts to the commissioner 
of public works, to whom, in the meantime,

Upon the bringing of a court action the 
matter was turned over to the corporation 
counsel, who successfully defended the posi- 
tion taken by the city in refusing to Issue the | 
permit and upon a hearing made such a show- 
Ing as caused the court to decide that in re- 
fusing to grant the permit for the construc- 
tion ot the bridge under the conditions shown 
the commissioner: of public works had not 
abused the discretion vested in him by the 
terms of the ordinance and the court refused 
to issue the injunction against the city. 

The railroad company in its endeavor to ob- 
tam the injunction filed a bill of complaint, 
consist 6.g of .nirty-eight printed pages. Ihe 
printed answer filed on behalf of the city was 
even more voluminous. Exhaustive briefs 
were presented by both the complainant and 
the city, and three days were consumed in the 
presentation and argument of the case. 


Lende City’s Action. 


The manner in which the Stewart avenue 
bridge case was handled by the city certainly 
does not justify the assertion that the city 
administration has shown a disposition to 
discourage navigation in the Chicago river.’ 
It should be noted that on July 2, 1000, the 
date of the gtanting of the permit, which 
was subsequently revoked by the city, the 
Chicago harbor commission’s report had not 
been considered by the city council and no 
policy with reference to the width of bridge 
spans had been adopted by the city. The 
subsequent consideration of the question of 
new bridges over the river by the council 
has demonstrated the inadvisability of adopt- 
ing any uniform plan as to the width of bridge 
spans, further than to fix upon a minimum 
width of bridge span of not less then 140 
feet, owing to the diversity in conditions ex- 
inting at the locations of the various bridges 
with reference to curve of the river, velocity 
of current, navigation, and drainage.

MAYOR PUTS DOWN FOOT. 


Busse Refuses Permit and Court | 


Action Is Predicted as 
the Next Step. 


Thirty thousand dollars for a “ jackpot “ 
to finance a campaign to force the Jeffries- 
Johnson prize fight films upon Chicago was 
the subject of city hall rumor yesterday after 
Mayor Busse had refused to issue a permit 
for exhibition of the moving pictures. Six 
interested parties were said to have con- 
tributed 88.000 each, in addition to 0 
paid for the Iiinois rights for the films. 

Rebuffed by the mayor and Chief of Police 
Steward, whose position was fortified by a 
legal opinion from Corporation Counsel 
Brundage, the owners of the films hired 
lawyers and turned to the courts. Attorney 
Eli B. Felsenthal of Felsenthal, Foreman & 
Beckwith, representing A. A. Jones and 
George K. Spoor, said his clients would start 
legal proceedings. 


Next’ Fight Film Maneuver. 


Either a mandamus, requiring the city te 
permit exhibition of the moving pictures, or 


an injunction; to prevent the city’s inter- 


ference with their production, is open te 
Jones & Spoor. who say they have bought 
the Illinois rights for $60,000. An injune- 
tion is regarded as the more likely, since 
an appeal would lie from a mandamus, where- 
fore in any event display of the pictures 
could be prevented for,a year or more. 

Corporation Counsel Brundage, in fortify- 
ing the position of Chief Steward. appended 
the following conclusions to his opinion dis- 
cussing the law: 

“ Engaging in a prize fight is made a crime 
by the criminal code of Jllipols and the ex- 
hibition of the pictures of a prize fight neces- 
sarily portrays a crime. Under the rea- 
soning of the court in the Block case there 
can be little doubt that any court would 
hold the pictures of a prize fight immoral. 


Thinks Law Supports Move. 
“I afm of the opinion, therefore, that the 


chief of police and the mayor may legally 
prohibit and prevent the exhibition of moy- 


ing pictures of the Jeffries-Johnson prize 


fight within the city of Chicago.” 

The Block case referred to by Mr. Brun-

Mayor Busse's decision was rendered on 
an appeal, as permitted by the city ordi- 
nance, from Chief Steward’s ruling.

Henry A. Blair, chairman of the board of 
directors of the Chicago Railways company,

Blair. Finds Obstacles. 

* We talked over the developments during 
the last two weeks, said Mr. Blair. I have 
been catching up, as it were, and 1 find that 

there are mumerous obstacles to the immedi- 
ate carrying out of our plane In the first 
place, there is a lot of controversy between 
the various interests, and as concerted action 


is necessary before we can get action in the. 


matter of congolidating the properties, there 
must be some compromises before that can 
be accomplished, 

There seems to be a serious difference of 
opinion as to the value of the Consolidated 
properties, I have not seen the figures of 
Mr. Arnold, but I understand that it ie some- 
thing less than $5,000,000, and that figure is 
not satisfactory to us at all. We have been 
figuring on a valuation of about $7,500,000, 
and I do not see how we are going to raise 
the money to carry out our plans unless we 
can get a fair valuation of the properties.” 

Mr. Blair was asked the question whether 
or not he thought that a valuation of approx- 
imately $4,000,000 would stop the plans for 
consolidation, and he replied that he thought 
it would delay matters, : 


Asks a “Fair Valuation.” 
„ The situation is just this, he said. “We 
must go to the bankers of New York with 


valuation on the prop- 

erty that will insure the financie 
a fair return upon the money that they will 
be called upon to advance we can get no 
money and that will stop negotiations, All 
we ask is a fair valuation, such as has been 
given tothe Calumet Electric and the other 
roads that have been valued recently. 

“New York financiers are not interested 
particularly in seeing that the city of Chicago 
gets what it wants; what they want is an 
assurance that they can get a fair return on 
thelr money. I em assuming that the city 
and the Railways company can get together 
on an estimate of the value of the Consoli- 
dated proposition and if that is atcomplished 
there. will be no trouble about the rest of the 
negotiations. But if we can not get together, 
I do not see how the Railways company 
can be expected to accept the figures of the 
city traction engineer unlese the directors 
can see their way clear to financing the 
deal.“ 

What are the prospects for commencing 
the work of rehabilitation this year?” he 
was asked. 

Mr. Biair pondered for a moment and then 
said: :

As for the mergér of the elevated roads, 
Mr. Blair said that it was in statu quo until 
the condition of the bond market would be 
so improved as to permit of renewing the 
project.

The Washington association was organized 
soon after the approval of the Aldrich-

relating to subsequent withdrawals of banks 
forming the association stopped final ap- 
proval of all other organizations, including 
those formed at New York City and at 
Atlanta. 

Notice of the Atlanta organization was 
filed two years age. The members were sey- 
enteen banks in the vicinity of Atlanta. Fol- 
lowing a brief correspondence, their interest 
subsided, Secretary MacVeagh having mean- 
time disapproved a section in their bylaws 
providing for the withdrawal of a bank from 
the association, a section of which did not

the banking syndicate, but so long as this 
weak point in the technical fabric market 
remains uncorrected there must have been 


an ever present possibility of the duplica- 


tion of Tuesday’s session. As it is, perhaps. 
it is safe to assume the great shrinkage of 
securities within recent weeks is pretty well 
discounted up to date by all the unfavorable 
features of the general business and financial 
situation, 


More Encouraging Outlook Seen. 

What the future will bring forth no one can 
predict with any assurance. but it will require 
more serious deterioration of the corn crop 
than has yet occurred and a much more be- 
clouded money market prospect than now 
exists to justify repetition in the coming mar- 
ket of events of the last fortnight.

The. ab- 
sence of rain in the fall and the clear sun- 
shine are favorable for fruit drying here. 

“The man who owns a place here has. 
the advantage of the farmer in Illinois or 
lowa, in my opinion, for he has the added 
benefits that California can give without 
the drawback of owning land that is idle 
all winter. Idle land is as bad as idle teams 
or idle workmen. There is no enforced idle 
time in the Sacramento valley. There are 
opportunities to make money all the year. 
It is not difficult for our farmers to make 
enough so that they can go away in summer 
for their vacations at a time when the holi- 
day 8 titon. The producing power of our 
soil in this climate is enormous, and as we 
have no hard winter for which to make pro- 
vision the expenses are less. 

“Including as fine a system of irrigation 
and drainage as can be found anywhere, the 
price of land here is about $125 at present. 
Good drainage is an absolute necessity wher- 
ever irrigation is practiced. The intrinsic 
value of the land and our rate of growth 
cause me to feel certain that property will 
be selling here at the rate of $500 an acre 
within five years. I am confident this will 
be a center of greater activity, and that 
there will a large populacion on the 
former grain fields of the valley. 


Can Grow About Everything. 

„It would be practically impossible to 

ive a list of what can be produced here, 
or we can grow about everything that can 
be found in a seed catalogue, but care must 
be exercised to find the proper seasons for 
planting. A garden can be kept going all of 
the year and can be made to supply 
table all of the time. Cellars are almost 
unknown in California, as storage is un- 
necessary. The owner ot a good vegetable 
garden need not buy anything except coffee, 
sugar, tea, spices, and a few other things. 
Even some of the spices might be grown . 
here. Chickens Fo well here. 

Many profitable systems of crop rota- 
tion could be worked out during our long 
growing season, in which there is hardly a 
break. Late potatoes could be put in now, 
and later strawberries might be planted. 
An early crop, planted in the spring, would 
be out of the way by this time, as things 
ripen quickly here. By planting peas once 
a week in the winter the rancher can have 
a continual supply of green peas until well 
into the summer. Peas grow best here in 
winter. Beans show different characteris- 
tics, for they grow best in hot weather. 
When the peas are out of the way in May 
or June beans may be planted to good Avas: 
tage. 

“With us strawberries fruit all summer. 
In Illinois the farmers plant one year, the 
vines frult the second year, and are then 
plowed up. In California we plant once, and 
the vines can be left as long as any one 
wishes. The heaviest part of the crop comes 
in May, but the vines bear for a number 
of weeks if irrigated carefully. It may seem 
an extreme statement, but 200 bushels of 


. strawberries can be produced on one acre of 


our ground. These sell at an average of 
about $1.50 a crate. This is only one of the 
profitable crops.’ 


Half in Alfalfa; Rest in Fruit. 
On a small farm it is a good idea to plant 
one-half the ground to alfalfa and the re- 
mainder to fruit. Small fruits can be grown 
between the rows of trees while they are 
maturing. The trench, or furrow, method of 
irrigation usuaily is practiced on these 
farms, except in the alfalfa fields, which 
are flooded. For fruit it is better not to have 
the water reach the Surface, but de iet the 
roots find the water iu the subsoil. » Phe suc~ 
cessful’ growing Of alfalfa is largely an 227 
gineering proposition, for the ground must 


de leveled carefully and be laid off in ‘checks,’ 


or large squares, around each of which a 
small levee is built. 

‘Fruit, poultry, and bees form a great 
combination for a small farm, for they do 
not interfere with each other. This scheme 
solves the problem of how to raise three 
crops at the same time on one piece of land. 
When trees are planted it is the common 
practice to leave considerable space between 
them. While the trees are small, it is a fre- 
quent practice to stretch wires between them 
and plant mammoth blackberries or logan- 
berries between them. In this way there is 
a full return from the land while the tr 
are small. Walnut trees often are pianted 
along the drain ditches and these give large 
yields later. 

„Corn thrives In the valley, but it ought 
to be planted early enough so that it will 
tassel out in June because the pollen develops 
then better than it does later. There are 
quick maturing varfeties that can be planted 
for fall cropping, so that the corn will mature 
before the nights become especially cool. 
This is the natural home of Egyptian corn 
which is fine for fattening live stock. Milo 
matze is being experimented with. 


Experimenting with Figs. 

„A new variety of figs that is interesting 
is being experimented with at the govern- 
ment experiment station a few miles east of 
here. About twenty varieties of foreign figs 
have been introduced from southern Spain, 
Turkey, Smyrna, the island of Crete, Egypt. 
and other Mediterranean countries. These 
were brought to this country by agricultural 
explorers and have been planted near Chico. 
Figs are likely to be one of our most impor- 
tant crops in the future. 

„Our rainfall starts in the fall and lasts 
until some time in the early spring. During 
the rainy season, as it is called, the tempera- 
ture is such that certain things will grow 
all winter. The more delicate plants rest 
for a short time about Christmas and begin 
to grow in January. Alfalfa in our fields is 
four incnes high by February and from that 
time on the growth is rapid.“

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Washington, D. C., July 27—{Special. . 
The postal savings bank system created - 
the. recent session of congress will de 
operation by Oct. 1 if the board of > 
succeeds: inf carrying out its present plans. 

Chicago, however, will not be one of the 
cities in which the system will be inaugu- 
rated, and in fact no application for the 
establishment of a postal bank in Chicago 
has been received by the postoffice depart- 
ment. 

The department so far has received appli- 
cations for the establishment of postal banks 
from 306 towns and cities, while 644 national 
and state banks have asked for deposits of 
the postal bank funds. In Tilinois applica- 
tions have beén received from twenty-one 
cities and thirty-four banks. 

The Illincis towne that have asked for 
postal banks are:

The postoffice officials expect to start the 
system in one or two small towns in each 
state. In thie limited fleid the machinery 
of the institution will de tested thoroughly. 
It is the view of the directors that any mi- 
takes that are made would not be far reach- 
ing in small communities, and that it would 
be the part of wisdom to postpone the inau- 
guration in large cities until the system is 
perfected by actual experience. 

One of the first banks opened, however, 
will be in Washington, D. C., for the reason 
that here the system can be developed under 
the eyes of the postmaster general, the sec- 
tetary of the treasury, and the attorney 
general, whom congress holds bean 
for its operation. 

It is expected that within a few moathe 
after the opening of the first banks it will be 
possible to extend the system to New York, 
Chicago, and other large cities.
